They were alfo in Want of Pows 
der, at Martinico, till a Dutch Ship arrived with a Sup- 
ply ; and asa Cartel had been fettled between the two 
Governors of Barbadoes and Martinico, for the I'xchange 
of Prifoners, the Vcticl fent by the former to fetch off 
the Englifh, faw this Dutch Ship in the Harbour ;: But 
as Commodore Knowles was cruizing among thofe 
French Iflands, with five Men of War, and feveral Pri- 
vateers from Barbadoes, to intercept all Relief, ir muft 
of Confequence greatly inereafe their Mifery, and the 
better enable him to execute his Defigns.
